hours was 109 in 1956. 


The' count of traffic fatalities 


covered the period from 6 p.m. 
Wednesday to midnight Thursday. 


The National Safety ouncil had 


estimated that between 90 and 130 
persons would be killed on the 
highways and streets during the 


A holiday period. The council's lat- 


est .'report showed that traffic ac 
cidents in the first four months 
this year killed 11,630 persons, an 
average of nearly 100 a day. 


This year's Memorial Day traf- 


fic death toll compared to 107 for 
the 1962 holiday, also a period ot 
30 hours. In 1951, the only other 
one-day observance of the holiday 
since World War II, traffic deaths 
numbered 81, which is a record 


'£ low for any one-day observance of 


any holiday. 


Generally fair weather in most 


of the country lured millions of 
persons to the highways in the 
first holiday of the warm season. 
Memoial Day is not a legal holi- 
day in several southern states. 
Most workers in states which ob- 
served the holiday, available infor- 
mation indicates, were back on 
the job today, precluding zn cx- 
* tended weekend holiday. 


The traffic death toll compares 


with the record high of 253 for a 
one-day celebration of any holi- 
day, set on Christmas Day1 in 
1946. 


The Associated Press made a 


survey of a recent non-holiday 
period of 30 hours, from fi p.m. 
May 15 to midnight May 16, to 
provide a basis for comparison 
^ with Thursday's 
toll. The count 
^ showed 98 deaths \ja traffic. There 


also were 6 boating deaths and 9 
drownings.

LA. Target 
of Total 
Integration 


LOS ANGELES (AP)—A minis- 


ter active in the integrationist 
movement says Los Angeles will 
be the target of Birmingham-style 
efforts to force "a total commu- 
nity" thnt is nonscgrcgated. 


Tlic Rev. Maurice A. Dawkins, 


a spokesman for the Los Angeles 
chapter of the National Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Col- 
ored People, put il this way 
Thursday in discussing the plan 
with newsmen: 


"Los Angeles will be the focal 


point for our march toward equal* 
ity. 
We have the largest Negro 


population here of any city west 
of the Mississippi. 


"We are not asking for a small 


specific adjustment, but a total 
community integration." 


The Negro clergyman, who re- 


turned only recently from visits 
to Alabama and Washington, D.C., 
frequently 
has 
participated 
in 


prayers 
involving 
integration- 


some of them conducted on the 
steps of the Los Angeles City 
Hall. 


After last Tuesday, when a gen- 


eral election established that Los 
Angeles will have three Negroes 
on the 15-mcmbor Cityt Council, 
there were immdiatc predictions 
by the principals and others that 
considerable civil rights legisla- 
tion would be pressed. But there 
was no mention by the council- 
men of any organized effort along 
that line. 


The Rev. Mr. Dawkins, howev- 


er, said Nugro leaders will meet 
next week lo plan strategy and a 
timetable for "a general attack." 


He conceded that discrimination 


in Los Angeles is confined largely 
to the "dc facto" consequences of 
jobs and housing. In that connec- 
tion, lie said thai, labor unions 
would be a target of the cam- 
paign. 


"We have found," he said, "that 


in many instances the unions are 
worse than management in dis- 
crimination against the. Negro." 


The Rev. Mr. Dawkins is pastor 


of the People's Independent Com- 
mity church.
